Pension Debate 

Acceptance of an act concern- 
ing pensions brought an unex- 
pected debate, Retirement 
Board member Edmond Hammond 
asked the voters to defeat the 
article, Although the money for it, 
slightly more than $3000, was 
appropriated in the budget, he 
suggested that the town now has 
41 persons in the retirement sys- 
tem, who received $58,000 last 
year. They had paid in $52,956, 
He said each year they are paid 
more than they had paid into the 
fund. 

Board member David Nicoll took 
the floor to urge adoption. He 
explained that 17 persons would 
be affected. They have an aver- 
age of 26 years employment with 
the town and the average age is 
76. He pointed out that the 
mounts paid these people are low 
and that, although they could ask 
for welfare, they don’t want to as 
matter of pride. Koy Russell 
also asked adoption of the article, 
pointing out that Andover should 
take care of its own. 

However, the article was de- 
feated and the money, already 
appropriated, can not be used to 
increase the payments to the 17 
persons. Town Counsel Vincent 
Stulgis ruled that such payments 
probably would be considered 
illegal, after Taxpayers President 
Henry Wolfson suggested the town 
pay the money without adopting 
the statute.

And while that is true, 
it is also true that the voters should pay more attention 
to the routine business of their town. They should have 
enough interest to attend town meeting and protect their 
investment in the community. 

When the majority leaves the direction of affairs to the 
minority, we see the beginning of the system’s deteriora- 
tion. For not always can we trust the minority to make 
sensible decisions for the majority. But when it becomes 
apparent that unwise or dangerous decisions have been 
made by the minority, it often is too late to correct the 
situation. 

We hope we never again see the day when so few 
voters respond to their civic obligations.
